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REMARKS 

Claims 1-3 1 are pending in this application. Applicant proposes to amend the claims as 
indicated above to make the application clearly allowable for the reasons set forth below. 
Accordingly, Applicant requests the Office to enter the proposed amendments. No additional 
claims have been added without canceling an equal number of claims. 

The Office rejected claims 1 and 6-31 over the prior art cited in the final Office Action. 
The Office, however, only objected to claims 2-5 as containing allowable subject matter and 
indicated that they would be allowable if amended to contain all the limitations of the base claim 
and the intervening claim. 

As suggested by the Office, Applicant proposed to amend claims 2 and 4 in independent 
form and to include all the limitations of the base claim and the intervening claims. In addition, 
Applicant proposes to amend independent claims 14, 18, 20 and 22 to contain the limitations in 
allowable claims 2 and 4. Accordingly, Applicant submits that these claims should also be 
allowable for the same reason that claims 2 and 4 are allowable. 

As well, Applicant has amended the remaining dependent claims to depend on these 
allowable independent claims. Applicant has also canceled claims 1, 6-13, 17, and 19, and has 
added a fewer number of new dependent claims 32-35. 

Thus, the proposed amendments change all the pending claims to contain allowable 
subject matter and the new added claims also contain allowable subject matter. Applicant 
accordingly requests the Office to enter the proposed amendments. 
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CONCLUSION 



In light of the amendments, and for the reasons of record, Applicants respectfully request 
the Office to enter the proposed Amendment, withdraw the pending grounds of rejection, and 
allow the pending claims.
